IN ONE day during the week ending April 25 the 
patent office granted no fewer than 592 patents, of 
which 511 were to citizens of the United States and 
81 to foreigners. Among the foreigners taking out 
patents residents of Germany and England are in the 
lead. The issue of this large number of patents at one 
time furnishes an indication of the growth of the 
business of this bureau of the federal government in 
an inventive age. There have been fluctuations in the 
development of the business of the office, but, taking 
it over long periods, the growth has been constant. 
The beginnings were modest. In 1840 only 473 
patents are recorded as being issued. Ten years later 
993 patents were granted. In 1860 the number had 
increased to 4,778. After a temporary decline in the 
period of the civil war the statistics again took an 
upward turn, and in 1870 13,333 patents were granted. 
In 1880 the number was but slightly larger—namely, 
13,947. In the decade following there was a marked 
increase, and in 1890 26,292 patents were granted, 
nearly twice as many as in 1880. There was a reces- 
sion from these figures for several years, the low ppint 
for the closing decade of the century being in 1894. 
The year 1900, however, saw the point reached in 1890 
passed by a small margin, the number of patents is- 
sued being 26,499. The patents issued in 1902 num- 
bered 27,886, the largest total in the history of the 
patent office. 


R. T. Crane of the Crane Co., Chicago, is out with 
a large hammer for the “Rah-Rah” boys. He is the 
author of a 110-page book entitled “The Utility of an 
Academic or Classical Education for Young Men Who 
Have to Earn Their Own Living and Who Expect to 
Pursue a Commercial Life.” Mr. Crane says: 

“T take the ground that a young man who goes to 
college not only is not benefited by it, after spending 
seven years in time and $10,000 to $12,000 in money, 
but is mast decidedly and positively injured by the 


college, since he comes out so conceited that he is at 
a great disadvantage in getting into business, and it 
takes years, and sometimes a lifetime, to get his head 
back to a normal size.”’ 

This booklet is characterized by a crusty sourness 
and whatever point it has is blunted by the prejudice 
which crops out on every page. No fair-minded op- 
ponent of higher education would state that it costs 
$10,000 for a youth to tread the halls of alma mater. 

The fact is, of course, that any attempt to estimate 
the college man in business is seriously hampered by 
the cross circumstance that until recently an over- 
whelming percentage of college men—and a more than 
overwhelming percentage of the most intellectual of 
those men—entered professional and not commercial 
life. Only a few went into business. Yet even among 
the few there were men who possessed and displayed 
unusual business capacity. 

The careers of J. Pierpont Morgan, Stuyvesant Fish, 
Geo. Gould, Wm. K. Vanderbilt and many other cap- 
tains of industry belie Mr. Crane’s sneering creed. 





The hardware and stove world is full of men who have 
ridden Alpha Sigma Sigma goats and “flunked” in 
quaternions, and these men are not on the bottom 
rungs of the commercial ladder either. 


Nort everybody is pleased by the recent 
Those extensions of the rural free delivery 
st service by the Postoffice Department. 
According to protests and complaints re- 
ceived at the office of the postmaster-general lately, the 
posting of lists of rural delivery routes and of ad- 
dresses of patrons along the lines has been working 
detrimentally to the business of country stores. It 
appears that these lists are being copied by agents of 
firms that doa large business on mail orders, and the 
information thus gathered is used in sending out de- 
scriptive catalogues and circulars. 

Bradstreet’s in a recent issue says: “It seems clear 
that the mail-order business of the country is increas- 
ing in a marked way, and the complaint is made that 
a considerable part of this growth is at the expense 
of the country stores, which find it difficult to compete 
with the big concerns in the large cities. The post- 
master-general was lately asked to countermand the 
order compelling the posting of the lists, but he de- 
clined to do so on the ground that the order was nec- 
essary to reduce confusion in the conduct of the busi- 
ness of the department, and so the matter stands for 
the present.” 

It is possible that we are numskulls, but we cannot 
eet it through the osseous matter adjacent to our brain 
cells why the furnishing of names of rural delivery 
patrons to the agents of mail-order houses is “neces- 
sary to reduce confusion in the conduct of the business 
of the department.” If we were the incumbent of the 
Hickoryville postoffice we would certainly make a list 
of all patrons of rural delivery routes, but it would be 
a private list kept under lock and key in an inner 
drawer and accessible only to ourselves and the car- 
riers when necessary. 

The only plausible explanation of this strange atti- 
tude of the postmaster-general is that his ear has been 
seized by the oily agents of the Chicago trade trusts, 
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who have murmured therein, “Mr. Postmaster, when 
we have imperfect addresses for our country patrons 
don’t you see it makes ‘confusion’ in sending them our 
valuable and bulky reading matter? Now if you 
would only issue an order that the names of patrons 
on each rural delivery route be posted where our 
young men can have access to them the postoffice could 
handle our immense mail so much easier.” 

The policy of this paper has ever been a straight- 
forward one. We have ever spoken regarding facts 
and have not bothered our heads concerning vague 
innuendoes or fleeting rumors. In the present case we 
wili depart from this rule to merely remark in passing 
that there are numerous hints floating around to the 
effect that a scandal of marvelous proportions is about 
to crop out in our postoffice department. Further- 
more, we have seen a statement in print to the effect 
that if all the cesspool of bureaucratic corruption were 
brought to the light by a thorough investigation it 
would be shown that leading postoffice officials stand 
in with agents of the Chicago mail order houses. 

These are but idle insinuations. However, no ob- 
server of commercial conditions can deny that the 
catalogue houses are trying in every way to make the 
postoffice department a vehicle for the furtherance 
of their schemes to undermine the retail trade of the 
country. The spectacle of Uncle Sam pulling supply 
house chestnuts out of the fire is as humiliating as it 
is unjust and as undignified as it is discriminative. 

If the present postmaster-general could conjure up a 
petty “confusion” as a cloak for turning down the 
requests of legitimate merchants at the behest of a 
couple of mail order houses it would appear that we 
might just as well make a clean sweep when we were 
about it and have a new postmaster-general as well 
as a new attorney-general for the postoffice depart- 
ment. :

bing concern knew where that expense money went, 
although his wise refraining from asking for detailed 
statements made him technically innocent. 

Other jobbers do not try to shield themselves by 
making scapegoats of their employes, but boldly pro- 
test against any reform movement which looks to 
cleanse the Augean stables of metropolitan vice on the 
ground that if a wave of social purity were inaugu- 
rated there would be no place for them to take their 
country customers. This excuse, I fear, is somewhat 
analogous to that given by little Johnny’s parents for 
going to the circus. 

Perhaps it would be pertinent to ask if the outside 
merchant really desires Perfectos and Martini cock- 
tails, Philadelphia capon and _ red lights, baseball 
games and vaudeville when visiting a great city. | 
personally know many dealers whose good opinion I 
could not hold if I should even hint on a visit to the 
cesspools of city life. 
on their business visits to a city expect to be enter- 
tained, but are coerced into false pleasures by a de- 
sire that we all have not to spoil sport. 

3ut while the jobbing house are lavish in entertain- 
ment; while they see that their country customer has 
cigars, drinks, food and pleasures of all kinds to the 
limit, are they not in many instances lacking in ex- 
tending the common, but no less priceless courtesies 
of commercial life ?

I know of many others who 


many retailers visited jobbing houses 
where they run large accounts, and been obliged to 
wait, 10, 20, 30 or even 40 minutes before some un- 
derling would come along and ask what was wanted? 
When, after another delay, when a salesman has been 
secured, is it not often a green man who does not know 
just what a retailer wants to learn when he goes to 
market ? 

Has not civility a commercial place even before en- 
tainment. 

Is the latter really essential ? 

Does not discourtesy in the jobbing house counter- 
act the traveler’s best endeavors ?

The Chicago Malleable Steel Range Co. are a new 
Chicago concern capitalized at $60,000. 

The United States Steel Corporation are now busily 
engaged in arranging their price schedule for the 
year 1904. 

It is said that a foundry for the manufacture of 
stove fittings will shortly be erected at Point Rich- 
mond, Cal. 

The Ramsey Stove Foundry having received a bonus 
of $30,000 and five acres of land are removing 
their plant from Charleston, Ill., to Mattoon, Ill. 

The Indianapolis Sentinel of May 5 states that 200 
employes of the Home Stove Co. of that city have gone 
on a strike for a 10 per cent advance in wages. 

At a meeting of the directors of the United States 
Steel Corporation, held in New York May 5, Chas. M. 
Schwab was unanimously re-elected as president. 

An important victory has been won for the cause 
of organized labor, as within a few days past Buck’s 
Stove & Range Co., St. Louis, Mo., decided after 
protracted deliberation to unionize their shops.

The Joliet Stove Works, Joliet, Ill., have just com- 
pleted a five-story brick warehouse, 80x130 feet in 
dimensions. This building is fitted with fireproof 
windows and doors, and is of the latest improved con- 
struction. 

The Stove Salesmen’s Association of Pennsylvania 
held a special meeting on April 24th at the office of 
the Mt. Penn Stove Co., in Philadelphia, and ap- 
pointed a committee to arrange for a planked shad 
dinner at the Pavonia Boat Club House, Pavonia, 
N. J., on or about June Ist. 

The Southern Stove Works of Evansville, Ind., who 
have occupied a prominent position in the stove world 
for a number of years, have been recently incorporated 
with a capital stock of $200,000. The directors of 
this concern are Abe Straus, August Brentano, Nestor 
Brentano, Edward Kiechle and Mary Kiechle.

SCHEDULES OF SI/IPPLIES ISSUED BY NAVY 
DEPARTMENT. 





The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy 
Department has issued a schedule of supplies combin- 
ing the requirements of all the eastern navy yards at 
the present time in order to give bidders the oppor- 
tunity of competing for deliveries at all yards, as well 
as at one, at the same time and under one proposal. 
Heretofore the general practice has been to issue a 
schedule for each yard separately. By combining pur- 
chases as far as practicable it is hoped to secure a 
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broader field for competition. All proposals issued by 
the department contain full information, specifications 
and instructions to intending bidders. While they pro- 
vide for a guaranty, to accompany the bid to cover 
execution of contract in case award is made, upon fur- 
nishing satisfactory assurances concerns are permitted 
to file a general guaranty covering all bids which they 
may submit, and thus avoid the formality of securing 
the execution of a separate guaranty for each proposal. 
Bids are opened and recorded at stated times at the 
Navy Department, Washington, the next opening of a 
general proposal for supplies being at noon, May 109. 
Blank schedules upon which to make bids may be ob- 
tained on addressing the purchasing pay offices of the 
navy, situated in all the principal seaport cities, or the 
3ureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy Department, 
Washington, D. C.

“There is such a loss of gasolene by evaporation and the 
gas is so volatile that it would take any exceedingly well- 
made apparatus to handle it properly. 

“In our state we are restricted to having more than five 
gallons in the building, but having an arched areaway under 
sidewalk at our place of business, we can handle it in any 
desired quantity.” 

\DVISE EXTREME CAUTION. 

Henry C. Weber & Co., Detroit, Mich., write: 

“We use gasolene both for blacking as well as for dem- 
onstrating gasolene stoves and it would be well if one or two 
had the handling of the stoves. It is also well in selling 
gasolene stoves that a device be put on the valves so that 
the same cannot be turned, as it is seldom that customers, 
whether they are purchasing or simply in the store near the 
gasolene stoves, who will not, as you may call it, take interest 
enough to see if the valves will turn and probably forget to 
turn them off again, thereby causing a leakage and we hope, 
no further trouble. 

“No doubt, various cities have their ordinances regarding 
handlins as well as insurance companies their re- 
strictions; and we believe it is best for each dealer to inform 
himself at home. Our advice would be ‘extreme caution’ to

MICHIGAN LAWS ON GASOLENE, 

T. Frank Ireland, Belding, Mich., writes: 

“The insurance laws of the state of Michigan provide 
for the use of the following gasolene permit: ‘Permission is 
hereby given for the use of gasolene or vapor stoves in the 
building described in this policy, but only under the follow- 
ing restrictions and conditions to be observed by the assured, 
viz. : 

“*That at no time shall there be to exceed one gallon 
of gasolene (except that in the stove reservoir within said 
building or additions) and that kept in a tight and entirely 
close metal can, free from leak, and away from artificial 
light or heat. The stove reservoir to be filled and the gasolene 
handled by daylight only, and not in the same room, or rooms 
adjoining (having open communication) where or while any 
fire, blaze or artificial light or flame of any kind is burning.’ 

“We carry our gasolene in a tank outside the building, 
and know of no way by which outside storage tanks under 
ground could be used with pump except where the building 
is lighted by gasolene in which case an outside tank is used. 
We handle gasolene stoves and are prevented to fill them with 
gasolene in order to exhibit their workings.” 


CANNING FACTORY USED STORAGE TANK. 


J. F. Maxey, Ozark, Ark., writes: 

“IT must say that I know but very little about the law 
in regard to the use of gasolene, and all the experience I have 
had with it is that I have used it for about 15 years in a 
tinner’s soldering furnace. I saw it used in a canning factory 
some years ago and they used a storage tank sunk in the 
ground some distance from the building and had a pump in 
the house so it was not necessary to go out of the house to 
pump the gasolene in the building to the soldering furnaces.” 


KEEP FIVE-GALLON CAN IN STORE. 


Chas. H. Williams, Streator, IIl., writes: 

“T would say that we have tried various plans for hand- 
ling gasolene and the best we have found is this: We made 
up a lot of five-gallon cans of No. 22 galvanized iron with 
a bale and screw top and a handle on the side and no spout. 
We take these cans to the Standard Oil Company station and 
fill them. We keep one five-gallon can at the store to retail 
from and keep the rest in an outside building. In this way 

















there is no danger of invalidating our insurance, and whenever 
we sell a five-gallon lot there is no waste.” 


TRIES A STEEL OUTSIDE TANK. 


W. A. Barto, Long Prairie, Minn., writes: 

“Our insurance regulations prohibit our carrying over 
five gallons of gasolene in the building. Personally, I simply 
use a steel tank outside of the building in a separate house, 
but I believe that the only right way to handle gasolene, if a 
person has any amount of trade, is in the tanks made by 
Bowser & Co., at Fort Waysiey’dnd. These are provided 
with a self-measuring pump and come as nearly as anything 
which I have seen to eliminating waste.” 

A GREAT PROBLEM. 

A. C. Vieth, Oakland, Iowa, writes: 

“The handling of gasolene tanks, pumps, etc., has been 
a great problem in connection with our business, and I have 
often wondered why some one did not get up some kind of 
contrivance so it could be pumped out of a storage tank under- 
ground some little distance from building with pipe leading 
into building and pump attached to it so it would be con- 
venient to draw the gasolene at any time with safety. 

“We have to keep our gasolene stored in a building some 
distance from our store on account of insurance companies 
prohibiting our carrying any more than five gallons in the store 
building and I think this is proper and right. If it were al- 
lowed to be carried in the building, no doubt, many accidents 
would result from so doing, and as stated above, I think 
an underground tank away from building some distance, 
piped in building with shut-off or check valve that would be 
perfectly safe. 

“I am well aware of the fact the way we have to keep it. 
It is a source of aggravation and takes up more time to look 
after this part of the business than the profit amounts to, and 
I believe that all hardware men realize this fact.” 


USE A TANK BRICKED AROUND. 

The Detroit Vapor Stove Co., Detroit, Mich., write: 

“Our experience in storing gasolene has been as follows: 
Dig a hole about two feet deep, and the size in diameter to 
suit the size tank you expect to use, build the hole out with 
a brick wall to the height of the tank you expect to use, and 
put a metal roof over it, which can be put on hinges so you 
can use it as a cover, which can be lifted up when the tank 
is refilled. We found it very successful.” 

BARRELS SHOULD STAND ON 

The Dangler Stove & Mfg. Division of the American 
Stove Co., Cleveland, Ohio, writes: 

“In storing gasolene, we would suggest that the barrels 
are always stood on end and kept in as damp. a place as 
possible. When kept out of doors, always have it in a shady 
place and fill the chimes of the barrel either with water or 
moist sod.”

STORES GASOLENE IN GALVANIZED IRON TANKS. 

Frank Hacker, Friend, Neb., writes: 

“I handle gasolene and store it in galvanized iron tanks 
in a storehouse especially built for it. The storehouse is 
about 18 feet from the store. I do not know of any state 
law regulating the storage or sale of gasolene. The insurance 
companies allow us to carry five gallons of gasolene in the 
store.” 

THEY USE A FIFTY-GALLON TANK. 

The Kinsey Mfg. Co., Dayton, Ohio, write: 

“What gasolene we have we use a fifty-gallon tank with 
a faucet placed near the bottom of it some two inches or 
more above the bottom. In all gasolene there is more or less 
water which settles to the bottom of the tank. By, placing 
the faucet a little above the bottom, we draw off nothing but 
pure gasolene, then every once in a while we empty the tank, 
thus getting rid of the water. This tank is kept in a wooden 
closet and kept under lock and key, but so far as storing 
of gasolene for ordinary use is concerned, we can as above 
advised give you but little information.” 


SHOULD BE KEPT IN AN AIR-TIGHT TANK. 


The Sun Stove Co., Detroit, Mich., write: 
“We would suggest in storing gasolene that same be 
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placed in an air-tight tank and sunk in the ground ir order 
to keep it cool.” 
FAVOR LARGE IRON TANK

“Wee believe that you will find the best means of taking

HOW TO MAKE AN AQUARIUM.

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Trade Report. 


BILLETS. 
The demand for Billets continues, sales of larger 
proportions characterizing the markets. Sales are 


pending on 3,000 tons at $30, Youngstown, or $32.60, 
Chicago, for delivery during the next three months. 
It is reported that lower prices are being made on for- 
eign Steel for delivery in the Central West on lower 
through freight rates, but local importers report it 
impossible to obtain supplies earlier than August 
shipment, with the foreign producers asking $1 a ton 
above last sales. Under the circumstances prices in 
this market for the moment are nominal. Open Hearth 
Steel Billets are scarce, sales being confined to job- 
bing lots and prices ranging from $34 to $38, accord- 
ing to analysis, buyer and time of delivery. Sales of 
500 tons of Rods are reported at $40 for May and 
June shipment. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The week’s sales have been small and demand light. 
We quote mill prices, Chicago delivery: Beams and 
channels, 16 inches and under, 1.75c to 2c; 18 inches 
and over, 1.85c to 2.10c; universal plates, 1.75c to 
2.10c, according to delivery; angles, 3x3 and larger, 
1.75c to 2c; tees, 3x3 and larger, 1.80c to 1.90c; zees, 
1.75c to 1.95c. The maximum quotations are asked by 
some mills and dealers on lots for quick shipment. 
Store trade is quoted at 24%c to 24%c per pound. 


RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

Both standard and light rails have experienced good 
business during the past week. The leading local pro- 
ducer of light rails reports that its sales of this prod- 
uct in April amounted to twice the tonnage it could 
turn out. We quote heavy sections, 500 tons and over, 
$28; less than 500 tons to carload lots, $30; less than 
carload lots, $32; light rails, 45 pounds, $34 to $35; 
12 pounds, $39 to $40, with regular differentials for in- 
termediate size. Track supplies, mill shipments: 
Angle bars, 2c to 2.10c; spikes, first quality, 2.25¢ (out 
of store, carload lots, 2.35c to 2.45c rates); second 
quality, 2.10c; track bolts, 32x34, with square nuts, 
2.85c to 3c per 100 pounds; with hexagon nuts, 3.05c 
to 3.15c, with usual differentials for other sizes. 


MERCHANT STEEL. 

Contracts on tonnage have not been of large propor- 
tions, but several implement manufacturers have placed 
their contracts. We quote mill shipments, Chicago 
delivery, as follows: Spring steel, 2.65c to 2.75c; 
sleigh shoe, 1.95¢ flat sizes; concave and convex, 2c; 
out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.50c to 2.60c; ma- 
chinery steel, 2.15¢ to 2.25c base; plow steel, 2.50c and 
upward, according to quality; toe calk, 2.30c to 2.40c; 
out of stock, 3c to 3.10c; ordinary tool steel, 6c to 7c; 
specials, 13¢ and upward; less than carload lots, 5 to 
10 per cent hjgher; cold rolled shafting, carload lots, 
47 per cent off; less than carload lots, 42 per cent off. 


BARS. 


Yearly requirements have been placed during the 
week by many implement manufacturers. Buying of 
bar iron has been light and specifications have fallen 
off. The present weakness in this product is illus- 
trated by the statement of one producer that the specifi- 
cations it received last month were 14,000 tons less 
than they were in April of 1902. We quote mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Bessemer steel, 
1.76%4c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.86%4c, base; hoops 
in lots of 250 tons and greater, 2.0614c; less than this 
amount, 2.16'%4c; iron, 1.85c to 1.90c, though on large 
lots it undoubtedly can be shaded. Prices on lots from 
store are as follows: Steel, 2c to 2.10c; iron, 2.15¢ 
to 2.20c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.50c; angles, 2.25¢ rates. 


PLATES. 


A good demand on plates during the week has made 
the market lively and premiums are paid for lots for 
quick shipment. Owing to the capacity of mills being 
taken, considerable business is turned over to jobbers. 
We quote mill prices, Chicago delivery: Tank steel, 
14-inch and heavier, 1.90c to 2c; flange steel, 2c to 
1.10c. The official price of 1.75c remains unchanged, 
though material cannot be bought at this figure in this 
market. Prices for lots from stock: Tank steel, %4- 
inch and heavier, 2.15¢ to 2.25c; 3-16, 2.25¢ to 2.35c; 
No. 8, 2.30¢ to 2.40c; No. 10, 2.35¢ to 2.45c; flange 
steel, 2.40c to 2.50¢. 


SHEETS. 


There has been a light buying both for mill ship- 
ments and from store, which is attributed largely to 
the uncertainty regarding the outcome of the confer- 
ences between metal workers and their employes on 
the -latter’s demands. We quote carload lots, 
Chicago delivery: Black sheets, No. 27, 2.86%c 
to 2.96%c; No. 28, 2.96%c to 3.01%c. Galvanized, 75 
and 5 per cent. On lots from store we quote No. 27 
black, 2.95¢ to 3c; No. 28, 3.05c to 3.10c. Galvanized, 
75 and 2% per cent. 


WIRE NAILS. 


A fair number of new orders have been given dur- 
ing the week, but as reported last week new. business 
continues dull. Most of the mills are busy on old 
contracts. The stringency in Steel Billets has been 
somewhat relieved, but there is still a scarcity of Rods 
and Billets. Shipments are more satisfactory. The 
jobbing trade has been less active, but fair for this 
season, and the market has remained firm. Official 
prices are $2.15 to $2.20 in carload lots, f. 0. b. Chi- 
cago. Broken cars sell at 5 to 10 cents higher. For 


galvanizing 75 cents per keg and for thinning $1.50 
extra per keg is charged. 






















CUT NAILS. 


The supply of Steel has increased some, but the 
mills still find considerable difficulty in making prompt 
shipments. Manufacturers are busy on specifications 
received on account of old contracts, but there is less 
new business coming forward. The tone of the mar- 
ket is firm, without change in prices previously cur- 
rent, which are on the basis of $2.30 in carload lots 
and $2.35 in less than carload lots for Steel, Chicago. 
Iron Nails are held at $2.45 to $2.50 per keg from 
store. 


BARB WIRE. 


The new orders coming forward have been for small 
amounts and the aggregate 
large, but the mills are still busy on old contracts, 
specifications being received to a liberal amount. The 
jobbing trade has shown some falling off, but the 
tone of the market has continued firm. Galvanized 
Wire has been sold on the basis of $2.75 to $2.80 in 
carload lots, and Painted at $2.45 to $2.50, the outside 
price being to retailers. For small lots 5 to 10 cents 
extra is charged.

BINDER TWINE. 


Products outside of the combined companies have 
quite generally advanced prices for Sisal and Stand- 
ard Twine, while other grades have not been affected. 
A number of the Eastern and Western manufacturers 
have also withdrawn from the market and but little 
Twine is being offered, so that in the absence of busi- 
ness it is difficult to determine what prices rule. In 
the West there has been a feeling that the combined 
companies will make no changes in prices when they 
again offer Twine for sale. The following may serve 
as a guide regarding possible quotations, f. o. b. East- 
ern mills, with 14 cent per pound rebate in carload 
lots: Sisal, 10%c. to 11%c.; Standard, 10%c. to 
11%4c.; Standard Manila (550 feet), 11c.; Manila 
(600 feet), 1134c.; Pure Manila (650 feet), 1234c. 


AXES. 


The prices on axes have had an additional reduc- 
tion of 25 cents per dozen. The Kelly Axe Manufac- 
turing Co. and the American Axe & Tool Co., the 
two principal axe manufacturing concerns in the coun- 
try, are the leaders, and it is necessary for the smaller 
concerns to follow their prices if they expect to get 
trade. Many of them have been forced to leave the 
field or have done so voluntarily rather than do busi- 
ness at prices now quoted. The cost of making axes 
has increased, and many argue that the price will be 
advanced after the present fight is over, while otliers 
believe that the present demoralized condition of the 
market will lead to the formation of a combine be- 
tween the manufacturers on a basis similar to that 
proposed last year. The price cutting has thus far 
been confined to the domestic trade.

This rod is threaded at the bottom and 
firmly screwed down through the castings, and is reinforced at the end by a nut whic hb is drilled 
and riveted to the rod. On the bottom of the tub there is a large iron spider running in three di 
rections, nearly to the chimes or edges of the tub, and this is firmly screwed to the bottom. The 
center of this casting is very heavy, and screwed into its up: er side is a pipe which runs up through 
the tub, forming a stuffing box for the steel rod before referred'to, to run through On the inside 
of the bottom of the tub tnere is a blind nut that turns down, thus firmly securing the bottom to 
the casting: and between the joints is heavy rubb r packing which makes them water tight. On the 
lower side of this casting there is a large, round head turned, wnd in it and i's counterpart isa 
perfect bearing in which are two steel] tracks and twelve bic;cle bulls, thus forming a perfect 
ball bearing. This makes it turn like a bicycle whee!
